It is 
impossible to state today how many 
of the grades will be required to dou- 
ble up. the schedule to be worked out 
as soon as the enrollment figures have 
been made available generally 


The enrollment at Rison Park this 


morning was tabulated 
by eleven 


o'clock and showed 753 children re- 
porting' for tuition. This is slightly 
in excess of the number at the close 
of the last session and it was indicated 
that there would be additions to this 
total tomorrow. 


These figures made it possible to 


determine the "double shift" schedule 
in that school.

FORMER DRY AGENTS ARE 


INDICTED FOR 'PADDING' 
THEIR EXPENSE ACCOUNTS 


J. H. Metts and C. M. Camp- 


fcefl Charged With Mak- 
ing Item* on Expense Re- 
port Which Did Not Be- 
long 
There —Will 
Be 


Tried in Roanoke For 
Conspiracy to Defraud 
Government. 


Jerry H. Metts, of Roanoke, and 


C. M. Campbell, of Amherst. formerly 
P'ederal prohibition officers, wei e in- 
dicted jointly and individually yester- 
day 
evening by the 
United States 


grand jury before it adjourned for the 
term, both being charged with vio- 
lating section 33 of the Penal Code, 
or with padding their expense ac- 
counts as officers and collecting or 
seeking to collect from the govern- 
ment money which it did not owe 
them. ,The penalty for such an of- 
fense is a. fine and imprisonment, or 
both, as high as ^10,000 and ten years 
In the federal pemitentiary. The cases 
have been transferred to the Roanoke 
court and will be heard in Xovem- 
ber. Both men will be arrested today 
probably, and the government will ask 
for bail bonds of $5.000 each 


Both men have been in trouble bp- 


fore, though neither is at present in 
government employ. 
Jlettd only last 


week was arrested at Raclford for hav- 
ing In his possession 50 gallons of 
liquor in an automobile. 
J^ast >ear, 


it is said, he shot down and killed two 
men in Maryland, though he was latPr 
exonerated. A few year" ago he was 
In court on a charge of shooting and 
wounding a man in Henry county but 
was also acquitted. He has also been 
acquitted of handling liquor. 
Camp.- 


bell, son of a circuit court judge and 
former postmaster of Amherst, has 
also been proceeded against before, 
according to Major William A Stuart, 
of Abingdon, who placed the cases be- 
fore the grand 3ury yesterday 
Major 


Stuart has spent nearly eight months 
collecting evidence against the 
fwo 


men. 
The indictments mav be «ud 


to be the final chapter in the govern- 
ment's vigorous effort to deal sternly 
uith men in its emplov charged with 
double dealing and defrauding the 
overnment. 


There are four counts in the in- 


dictment against Metts 
It is charged 


that in October, 1920, he "conspired 
to defraud the United States govern- 
ment" by presenting an expense ac- 
count for 
rhe month of September 


containing four items which under 
government scrutiny and accordms to 
the allegations were spurious. 
Metts 


is charged 
with claiming $5 for a 


motor trip from Roanoke to Dillon's 
Mill; $5 fo ra trip from Roanoke to 
Glenvar; $7 for a trip from Roanoke 
to Bent Mountain, and $5 for a trip 
from-Roanoke to Singer. 


Metts claimed that he had incurred 


these expenses in making liquor raids 
The government charges that in some 
instances the trips were not even 
made and in others that they were 
made in cars previously confiscated 
by the government and jon which no 
charge could be rightfully Ie»-ied. The 
Campbell indictment contains three 
counts. 
He also, it seems, charged 


auto hire to the go\ernment when, 
the government charges, he had no 
right to do so. The specific instances 
were a $5 trip from Roanoke to Dil- 
lon's Mill, a J10 trip from Roanpke 
to Peages Mill, and a S5 trip from 
Roanoke to Singer. 


The indictment in which the men 


are 
jointly 
indicted 
contains 
two 


counts, alleging recovery of money 
from two spurious trips, one of them 
to 
Dillon's Mill and the 
other 
to 


Binger. 
The grand jury which heard the 


evidence jesterday was presented only 
with the government's testimony and, 
following 
the 
usual 
procedure of 


grand jury inquests, the defense wa? 
not heard. 
It was intimated today 


that the indictments would be corn- 
batted. 


The indictments were not a sur- 


prise. The very presence here yester- 
day »f Major Stuart gave rise to spec- 
ulation as to the nature of trouble 
which was brewing. Major Stuart is 
a. special assistant district attorney 
and a nephew of former Gov. Henry 
C. Stuart. He is well-known through- 
out the district for his painstaking 
and successful work in bringing to 
justice officers who were found to 
have violated the liquor laws. In 1920 
District Attorney Summers was .in- 
formed of suspicions as to federal of- 
ficers beinsr in partnership with boot- 
leggers and moonshiners and in order 
that the government payrolls might 
be purged of men who had no business 
on it. Major Summers was sworn in 
as a special investigator and he went 
to work quietly. 
The result of his 


work was a sensation in the Roanoke 
court. Several officers were indict- 
ed, among them being Federal Nar- 
cotic Inspector Fred Ho back, consid- 
ered one of the most resourceful fed- 
eral agents in Virginia. Major Stuart 
landed on his trail and followed its; 
tortuous trail until he brought about i 
his conviction on charges of corrup- 
tion. Hoback was convicted, took his 
case to the United States Supreme 
Court which sustained the action of 
the Roanoke jury and Hoback now 
Is in the federal penitentiary. 


"While the specific allegations la the 
cases against Metts and-Campbell j£o 
not involve large sums, the principle 
of naving in the service men suspected 
of defrauding the government was 
considered highly obnoxious and in- 
terfering with the suppression of 
crime because of the moral effect of 
such disclosures. 
The task before 


Major Stuart is said to have been more 
difficult than any other case he has 
recently handled .it beins difficult Jo 
obtain evidence that would stand in 
court to support the charge of ex- 
pense padding. 
District Attorney J. C. Shaeffer this 
morning awarded full credit to Mr- 
Stuart for his work in investigating 
the series of cases in whirh those of 
Metts and Campbell are th« last chaw- 
ter. The district attorney is not hand- 
ling any of these cases himself frn;S 
the assistance of the 
government** 
prosecuting machinery 3s beins offer- 
ed. Major Stuart 3s an apjwsnt-ee ol 
the Treasury Department and Is work- 
inc independently of the ^3slr3cJ pros- 
ecutor, MrM. Shaeffer sair that the 
government has snent laree sums of 
money in prosecuting Jhcse enqu3rik«.

Theo Clark Put Up Hard 


Fight Despite Prosecution 


of Alleged Confession 


The trial of Theodore R. Clark, ne- 


Kro. charged with forginK the name of 
Edward Bell, colored, to a $25 money 
Older at Durmid postoffice was re"- 
sumed in the United States court this 
morning. 
The case was begun yes- 


terday and has developed into one 
of the hardest fought jury trials wit- 
nessed in this, court for several terms. 
The government, through M E. Mur- 
ral. postoffice inspector, is offering- a 
sworn signed statement bv 
the 
ac- 


cused to the effect that he is guilty 
while the defense is maintain^ that 
the negro is ignorant and that he was 
Kiven to believe that if he signed the 
statement and produced 
S25 there 


would be no prosecution. 
Commis- 


sioner C. T Barksdale was on the 
stand yesterday for sometime and told 
the jury that at the preliminary hear- 
ing hp eApres»sly told the accused that 
he did not have to make a confession, 
that if he did it would not palliate 
the punishment but that he insised in 
proclaiming his guilt 


The Clark case went un to the jury 


<it 12.40. it remaining out until about 
ten minutes to one o'clock. 
At that 


hour Judge McDowell re-entered the 
courtroom and sent for the jury and 
proceeded to give the jury his opin- 
ion as to the innocence of the ac- 
cused. He pointed out that he felt .he 
would not be doing his full duty to 
the jury unless he let it know how he 
felt about the case 
The court ex- 


pressed his belief that Clark is not 
guilty of the crime of forgery and 
that though he may have "lied" on 
the stand—wjiich in the court's opin- 
ion he did—this fact should not be 
sufficient to convict him. Picking up 
the exhibits in the case he went into 
the handwriting: 
with some 
detail, 


pointing out points of similarity be- 
tween a letter written bv the colored 
woman to Eddie Bell and the signa- 
ture on the money order. 
He also 


pointed out mirk"d a fferpn^es in the 
formation of letters appearing in the 
alleged confession of Ciark and 
ignature on *he money ord— 


the 
' 


concluding 
his remarks. Judge Mc- 


DoA'dl said, that if the jury found 
Clark guilty he would not hesitate to 
accept the verdict and sentence the 
accused, notwithstanding his pertonal 
opinion as to the man's guilt saying:, 
however, "I believe' the man innocent 
and that the government has failed 
to prove to the contrary " The court 
then discharged the jury for an hour, 
announcing that it'would reconvene at 
two o'clock at which time he coun- 
seled the jurors to examine very care- 
fully the exhibits. 


One other case is likely to be tried

Then two 


are specifically charged with 


to collect from the govern- 


i expense money which they did 


The idle word that stings is as old 


as human speech. 
Spoken thought- 


lessly or spoken in a moment of irri- 
tation, it says more than the speaker 
meant. 
At least it says more than 


he would have said if he had taken 
second thought. Too often in a hasty 
moment one who really would not 
for worlds cause lasting hurt does 
just that because he reaches _for the 
first remark that will register. 


These idle words go deep, deep 


into the heart and memory of the one 
to whom they are addressed. If he 
tends to brood, he reflects: 
"But he 


could not have, said that, even in a. 
hasty moment, if it had not been the 
real thought of his heart. 
That is 


the way he thinks of me." Sometimes 
such a thoughtless saying embitters 
a part of a whole life, alters a friend- 
ship that had been held very dear, 
continues to exact its cost years after 
thefespeaker has forgotten it. 


There is no way of reaching this 


harm by laws and courts. 
There is 


no 'way of resolving that one will 
never say the thing that causes need- 
less hurt, except 
by resolving to 


build up a habit in one's life of say- 
ing only kindly things until.quiet re- 
flection has shown the need of some- 
thing else.

This is not a text for weaklings, a 


counsel of meekness to the point of 
being trodden upon. 
It was not a 


weak man who prayed, "Set a watch 
before the door of my lips," nor a 
fool who wrote, "She openeth her 
mouth with wisdom, and in her ton- 
gue is the law of kindness.".
